With them this 
is a matter oi pride, and. although General 
Turnbull has not cared for them in a 
fatherly way. they have made up their

By them : and although the San Francisco 
regiments are given all the privileges and 
accommodation*, to the utter ignoring of 
the First Artillery, they quietly submit, 
and the Major-General is met by all with 
the salute and recognition which his posi­ 
tion demands. 
He i* not called by them 
"the Sitting Bull of the camp,’ which 
seems to be a favorite cognomen with those 
who are accorded more privileges than 
they.

They turn out every day eighteen strong, 
and those who have listened to their excel­ 
lent open-air concerts at Capitol l’ark, in 
Sacramento, know of tlicir capabilities. 
The Stockton band is deserving of a more 
extended notice, from the tact that they 
are all amateur musicians, none of whom, 
except the leader, having as yet arrived at 
their majority. 
Tlie band, numbering 
eighteen pieces, has a nobby red uniform. 
They are under tlie leadership of F. W.

The metropolis of the const is thorough­ 
ly aroused upon the question of the preser­ 
ration of the navigability of the rivers 
and hays. 
In fact, it is no longer alone a 
river question, it has gone beyond that, 
and involves the integrity of the bays 
mainly. 
Such light boats as the T. (’. 
W alker now ground at Red Rock, in the 
“ narrows,” Ix-tween Nan Pablo and Nan 
Francisco bay-, where once frigates floated 
with ease. 
Black mining sand is found at North 
Beach, San Francisco. 
The waters have 
shoaled amazingly oil' Oakland, where 
vast s.ims have been expended to make a 
harbor. 
The upper bays have now only 
channel wav-, where once there was sea 
way miles wide. 
At Fort Costa, where 
clippers moored, tin- -lichens is exposed at 
low tide. 
At Nuisun, a few years ago anv 
vessel could dock ; now there is but ten 
feet of water. 
W here sloops of war once rode the 
rvatcrs of the Sacramento in front of this 
city, and Ocean-going brigs docked 
in 
summer, a four-foot draft steamer grounds 
on a bar nearly a mile long, and as hard 
a- packed m ining sand glistening with mica 
can make it. 
From a river with dear, deep, swift- 
llowing waters, and the bottom far below 
the bank lands, change ha- been effected to 
a stream muddy with artificial sediment 
and charged with slickotis; the bottom 
builded up twenty feet and more, until 
medium high-water level overtops 
the 
plane of all bank land, and only levees re­ 
strain the waters from spreading lake-like 
over tiie low lands. 
The San Joaquin, formerly one of the 
most reliable of navigable streams, is ehok' 
.ing with mining debris, and the arm of 
the river, or slough, that gives the city of 
Stockton the importance it has as a coni- 
--prtitive point, is shoaling, and threatens to 
close. 
These are the conditions that threaten 
a revolution of interior commerce; a revo­ 
lution that will cut San Francisco off 
from water communication with the in­ 
terior, make her !>oasted bay a shallow 


1’ond with uncertain, narrow and shifting 
channels, and reduce Sacramento, Stockton 
and Marysville from 
to way stations. 
Now, since Nan I-raiu-iseo is quickened 
to activity upon this subject and her press 
alive to the danger of procrastination, the 
question of an appeal to the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent is no longer a debatable one. 
The feeble, fickle plea that nothing must 
lie done in that direction until the lawyers, 
the Courts and the ever-escaping and pro­ 
cess evading hydraulic miners have finished 
w ith us. has lost what little force it had.

IS THE ENCAMPMENT A FAILURE ¿ 


The iiope was entertained that the gen­ 
eral encampment of the State troops at 
Santa ( ruz would be in every way a suc­ 
cess. 
But it cannot he unless the officers 
and men enter tqioii its work cheerfully 
and heartily. 
W hen there i- disaffection 
am ounting almost to open insubordination, 
there can he no success in a volunteer 
camp. 
The relations existing between 
m ilitia men in every day life are at best 
antagonistic to disciplinary methods in 
camp. As one of the camp corres]londeuts 
forcibly puts it: 
“The insuperable diffi­ 
culty everywhere apparent in a volunteer 
camp is to sink in a few days the social 
considerations of respect and disrespect 
which years of acquaintance have engend­ 
ered. 
I nless the reports that come from 
the officers and men of the Fourth Brigade 
are entirely untrue, the Major-General 
commanding at Santa ( ruz mistakes his 
position, has lost his head in the magni­ 
tude of his rank and ignores utterly a very 
large portion of his command. An exalted 
virtue in a commander is his im partiality 
and liis jealous care of every unit that ooiu- 
IMises liis whole trust. 
Certain it is that 
the interior commands are greatly dis­ 
couraged and disgusted over neglect of 
their requirements in the matters of com­ 
monest moment, at headquarters. 
This is 
unfortunate and must contribute to the de­ 
feat of the ends of the law authorizing the 
encampment. 
In fact it appears that the 
N;m Francisco commands have absorbed the 
entire attention of headquarters, and so far 
as can lie oliserveil in the Nan Francisco 
press camp correspondence there is deplor­ 
able ignorance of the presence or needs of 
any other State troops than those that hail 
from the metropolis. 
We trust that the re­ 
ports th at come up from the camp are ex­ 
aggerated and that the Major-General has 
been misjudged, for unless this is so, it is 
safe to say that the encampment will 
amount to but little more than a hollow 
effort to elevate the guard and improve the 
esprit de corps. 
If there is not respect for 
the head of the Guard, the sooner the 
camp ends the better. 
If there is not that 
respect, it is altogether probable that the 
fault is with the head.

barren wastes, relieved in their monotony 
of dreariness only by the growth of wil­ 
lows and cottonwood that supervene upon 
any considerable stoppage of tlie slickeus 
Hood. But there was a time, and not so 
very far distant, when our neighbor over 
the way held that these m ountain mining 
deposits w ould. “ fatten the land.". H ap­ 
pening to advert to that fact the other day 
in a side item, our erratic neighbor, who 
can creep out of a corner and crawl through 
a crack, however well guarded the one or 
small the other, and possesses tlie art of 
getting into other people’s boats with a 
cool effrontery that leads it to claim tlie 
laying of the keel and setting up of the 
ribs, exclaim ed: 
“ The assertion that the /»’<■« ever ‘cried 
for sliekens,’ or that it ever declared sliek- 
ens to be needed to ‘ fatten the land of the 
valley, is a iie. Our contemporary lias 
made the assertion before, and was chal­ 
lenged to prove it. Once more we call upon 
the reckless and mendacious sheet to give 
quotations and dates in support of its dec­ 
larations, or else retract the falsehood.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , August 18th.—The Call 
will publish to-morrow an interview with 
Captain A. H. Pavson, charged with the 
direction of the work of snagging and dredg­ 
ing the Sacramento and Feather rivers 
Captain Payson says; 
“ The shoaling of 
the Sacramento river is the immediate re­ 
sult of civilization. 
It is the experience 
which every new country lias undergone. 
As tlie fields are broken up, and agriculture 
commences, there is naturally a drift of 
earth and rocks, which, fulling into tlie 
river, forms tiiese shoals, of which so much 
mention has been made lately. Certainly 
hydraulic mining lias greatly added to this 
result, but it would 1»* impossible for am ­ 
one to say how much this shoaling is due 
to agriculture, and how much to hy­ 
draulic 
mining.” 
H e 
does 
not 
be- 
believe ¡hat the Sacramento river will 
ever cease to be navigable. H e attributes 
the present shallowness to the small snow 
fall of last winter. Any work that has been 
done in the rivei-3 nas only been tempo­ 
rary, as ttie appropriations were too small 
to permit of any m arked improvement 
being made. 
Continuing, lie said • “ I 
don’t see very well how any work which 
would prevent shoaling could possibly be 
undertaken. 
This question is being agita­ 
ted on the Mississippi river, where a simi­ 
lar trouble threatens. 
The Sacramento 
river had ah unstable bed, and it can liardlv 
iie wise for tlie Government to undertake 
to build perm anent 
banks for such a 
stream. The same trouble is with the 
heather river. 
It is a turbid stream, 
with a great volume of 
water. 
The 
American river is an unnavigable stream. 
Nothing has been done with it, or will be 
done with it. Now, as to tlie question of 
permanent banks at points where the river 
is badly shoaled, it is reasonable to suppose 
that if such bunks were made at J street at 
the drawbridge and at Fremont bar; the 
shoals would commence elsewhere, and to 
make a practical and successful result we 
would have to embank tbe*entire river.” 
Captain Payson concluded by stating that 
there was no very great ground for hoping 
that any measures for a permanent im ­ 
provement of the navigation of the Sacra­ 
mento and Feather rivers will at present 
be undertaken.

the people are disgusted with the injustice 
received and the small recompense awarded 
during the last epidemic. The commerce 
of Marseilles is paralyzed by the quaran­ 
tine, and in their distress the people talk of 
holding a meeting to compel the French 
Government to enter into some arrange­ 
ment with foreign powers by which the 
severity of these sanitarv measures mav be 
lessened.

S a c r a m e n to R iv e r D e c a d e n c e . 
A correspondent of the San Francisco 
Call, seeking facts connected with the rapid 
destruction of the Sacramento river and 
San Francisco bay, interviewed the Captain 
of one of the river steamers, and the result 
of which is given in the Call as follows: 
The Captain stated that on his last trip 
from Sacramento his steamer was detained 
two hours and a half on the bar when only 
a little more t1 u a mile from Sacramento. 
The actual dei. > was more than live hours, 
as he w as obliged to wait until a barge 
could be relieved. This took place where 
the river was about 1,000 feet w ide. 
[nail 
this width there Is a channel of only 80 or 
!X> feet in width, and that channel has a 
depth of but 
teet and 10 inches. Tiie 
banks from either side of the river stretch 
out in an almost unbroken plain of hard 
sand. This sand is not the tine sand made 
from pulverized rock, but is of the black 
variety, which accompanies gold when run 
off’ in rockers. The mere sliekens of thel 
mine could, in comparison, be easily han­ 
dled, but this bluck sand is nearly as heavy 
as gold, and remains firmly bedded, except 
when the current is very rapid. Heavy as 
it is, however, in a recent visit to North 
Beach he found the same material there, 
showing that it already has located itself 
at the bottom, as well as along the sides, of 
the bay. 
Tlie proportion in which it has been dis­ 
tributed is best shown by an examination 
of the whole river from Marysville down. 
Between Sacramento and that place the 
river is nearly all tilled up. From that 
point it shelves gradually until it washes 
by degrees into the Bay of San 1’ablo, and 
from thence into our’own. At Wilcox’s 
Crossing the depth is only four feet. The 
bar at Sacramento where the water is shal­ 
lowest is one-half mile in width. 
The 
merchants of Sacramento on Saturday had 
i-alled together the Board of Trade to take 
decisive action in the matter. Tlie Captain 
in conclusion said that if no decisive steps 
were taken the navigation of the river must 
within five years entirely cease.

it was surprising to note how meager was 
their actual knowledge of the fellow's daily 
life. 
I hey knew that he was idle and dis­ 
solute ; that his associates had been thieves 
and ha.’, characters; that he was a gambler 
and swindler; that lie had lived oil the in­ 
comes of prostitutes, and all that sort of 
thing. Hut on cross-examination they had 
o adn.it that much of their information 
w as in a general and not specific character, 
and s ,.:e of it hearsay. Jt would seem 
that a little experience of this kind 
on the witness stand would 
suggest 
to polu-e officers the advisability of keep­ 
ing records of all such character—records 
in whica would be carefully noted specific 
acts t l i , would be competent testimony in 
t mirt: when they came to the city ; what 
thieves, if any, they hud been seen to asso­ 
ciate v.th ; what women they had lived 
with ; where such women resided ; when 
and wnerc these tellows had been engaged 
in unlawful practices; when they worked, 
and waen they hadn't worked, etc.

A representative of the Record-I'niok 
yesterday held an interview with \V. F. 
Knox, to obtain his views concerning the 
present and future condition of ihe Sacra­ 
mento river. 
Mr. Knox's experience and 
judgment in such matters are well known, 
j He has been a resident of Sacramento 
j thirty-six years, and 
is intimately ac- 
I quainted with all the changes the river has 
I undergone ; was for six years a member of 
the Board of City Trustees and Levee Com­ 
mission in charge of the levee system 
about Sacramento. lie was appointed by 
Governor Irwin one of the Commissioners 
of the Sacramento River Drainage District, 
that had the survey made with a view to 
construct a relief canal from Knight’s 
Landing to Suisun Bay. Later In- was ap­ 
pointed by Governor Perkins one of the 
Commissioners under the Drainage Act, 
and under these appointments, and in 
these various positions, has had most ex­ 
tensive experience upon our rivers and tlie 
conditions which lead to the present inter­ 
ruption of navigation. Mr. Knox has also 
recently hadan interview with Captain .1.

the subject of the present 
13. Eads, when 
interview was discussed. The views of 
Mr. Knox are given, in response to ques­ 
tions. as follows: 
Question—What are your views as to the 
cause of the present condition of the river, 
l»v which our steamers are now being 
hauled over shoals and sand bars 7 
Answer—The cause of the apparently 
unusual shoaling of the Sacramento river 
in front of the city, is tlie break in the 
levee opposite the mouth of the American 
river, on tlie Yolo side, above this city, half 
a mile. As you remember last winter and 
spring an mímense quantity of water passed 
through this break into the Yolo basin. 
Much of this water carne down the Ameri­ 
can, assisting in moving the heavy sand 
that now lies in the bed of the Sacramento, 
and the carrying capacity being thus wasted, 
its power was lost for helping to move it 
further down. 
Q.—Then the popular idea that the break 
you refer to has been a relief to Sacramento 
in time of flood water, is, in your opinion, 
a mistake? 
A.—Yes, a serious mistake ; and this city 
could well have afforded years ago to close 
the break at its own expense, to preserve 
the integrity of the river below Sacra­ 
mento. 
Q.—What relation has the American 
river, which enters the Sacramento just 
above this city, to the future condition of 
the Sacramento river? 
A.—There are now, within a few miles 
of the mouth of the American, great gravel 
bars that have formed within a year or two, 
and only await a freshet, in which that 
river will be comparatively high, and the 
Sacramento low, to be moved into the bed 
of tlie latter. When it is considered that 
where it now lies the American river has a 
fall of say ten feet to the mile, and where 
it will be at the point of discharge the fall 
is only six to ten inches to tlie mile, you 
will readily see what the result will be— 
the Sacramento cannot carry it. 
Q.—From your study of’ the situation, 
what, in your opinion, will be the condi­ 
tion of navigation a short time hence? 
A.—In my opinion it is only a question 
of a very few years when navigation, in 
the low-water seasons, will he effectually 
closed on the Sacramento river from, say, 
the mouth of the Feather river to a point 
say six to ten miles below this city. 
Q.—What is the present condition of the 
Sacramento at the mouth of the F’eatlicr 
river, which enters the Sacramento about 
twenty miles above the American ? 
A.—The same state of affairs exist sub­ 
stantially at’ the mouth of Feather river, 
except that there is probably a hundred 
yards of material impending in the Feather 
to one in the American. In inv opinion 
tlie final result of this state of affairs will 
be the complete stoppage of navigation to 
and from this city during the summer 
months at least. The American and Feather 
rivers will in a short time permanently 
discharge into the Yolo basin, and of 
course will carry the Sacramento with 
them at other than high-water times. I 
expect to live to walk dry shod across 
the 
river 
in 
front 
of 
this 
city. 
This basin lies opposite the mouths of the 
American and Feather rivers. It extends 
from near the mouth of the Feather to 
Cache slough at its lower extremity, near 
Rio Vista, where the slough empties into 
the Sacramento. The basin covers an area 
of forty miles in length by six to ten miles 
in breadth, and contains hundreds of thou­ 
sands of acres, now several feet lower than 
the bed of the Sacramento river, and is 
only distant a few hundred feet from it in 
many places. 
l¿.—At what bight does the water in the 
Sacramento commence to discharge through 
the break opjiosite the mouth of tlie Ameri­ 
can river? 
A.—The water runs into this basin at the 
break opposite the mouth of the American 
at fifteen feet on the Sacramento gauge, 
while high water on the same is twenty- 
six and a half feet. But the bed of the 
river is now so filled, that, instead of low 
water being, as it was originally on the 
gauge “ 0.” it is now about seven and a 
half feet, showing thus clearly the condi­ 
tion of affairs, to wit, that at highest water 
at Sacramento from eleven to twelve feet of 
water pours over into the Yolo basin, and 
from half to three-quarters of a mile in 
length. 
Q.—Suppose the break was closed and 
the carrying capacity of the river below it 
thus increased? 
A.—Even though the break was closed 
and the unusual accumulation in front of 
the city was forced further down bv the 
combined power of all tlie water, other 
breaks exist, both up and down from here, 
that would arrest its movement in like 
manner. 
Q.—VVhat remedy is there fur this state 
of ai lairs ? 
A.—I can sec no practical, permanent 
remedy. Of course for a year or two, or 
perhaps a few years, the bars can be scraped 
off, and wing-dams can be made to force 
the current to cut out temporary channels 
for small eraft. It can only be temporary. 
The same amount of high water, under tlie 
same conditions, in a given year will ren­ 
der the situation much worse"than it would 
have done the preceding year, for the rea­ 
son that each succeeding season brings 
down heavierand more damaging material. 
(¿.—But cannot you suggest some possi­ 
ble remedy ? 
A.—There are but two remedies that nat­ 
urally occur to the mind, neither of which, 
on account of the cost, 1 deem practicable. 
Of course in talking of remedies 1 assume 
that hydraulic and all other kinds of min­ 
ing tiiat discharge earth, sand or gravel 
into the tributaries of the river "to be 
stopped. For example, it would be folly 
to spend money to clean out a liorse- 
trough while a man stood at the other end 
shoveling earth or sand into it. 
(>.—Do you mean to be understood that 
in your opinion it is too late to attempt to 
save the river in its present course and im­ 
prove its navigability? 
A.—It is too late to endeavor to rectify 
the channel of the Sacramento river by 
building levees, straightening the channel, 
etc. The force of the current is unable for 
the task. A few years ago, could the heav­ 
ier material have been kept in the upper 
streams by restraining works of any char­ 
acter, this process might have succeeded, 
blit it would even then have cost millions 
of dollars, and at that time even would 
have to a great extent destroyed the bay of 
San Francisco. To attempt to force "the 
millions and millions of cubic yards of ma­ 
terial that now lie in the bed of the Sacra­ 
mento river, and the millions of other 
yards impending upon them in the tribu­ 
taries. into the bay. would be entirely out 
of tlie question on account of the cost. 
_ Q.—But suppose the dumping and sluic­ 
ing of debris from hydraulic mines were 
now stopped, and no more was allowed to 
be run into the tributaries, could not the 
material now in the upper canyons be pre­ 
vented from coming down into the main 
streams? 
‘ A.—In accordance with tlie judgment of 
Captain Eads, General Alexander, Colo­ 
nel 
Mendeil.

Engineer 
Hall 
and 
oilier 
eminent 
engineers, 
it 
could have been done four years ago, and 
can be now. but of course at greatly in­ 
creased cost. 
The first step to accomplish 
this, however, would be the entire stoppage 
of putting new debris in the streams. 
Q.—But. suppose for a moment that all 
this was done, could not the river below 
the Feather and American be cleared and 
preserved ? 
i 
A.—As to dredging or removing it by 
I mechanical means on to the adjacent land. 
a short calculation will show the hopeless^ 
! ness of that means of relief: Take a mile t.n 


theriyerbed anywhere between here and the 
mouth of the Feather river; there would 
be say oOO yards wide and 3 yards deep to 
be removed; this in a single mile would 
give 
1,500,(00 cubic yards, and at a 
cost say of 33 cents per yard, would be a 
halt million dollars. Thus, you see. it is 
idle to talk of getting such a sum from 
tlie General,Government. In conversation 
\n ith Captain Kads in New Orleans last 
spring, lie spoke very discouraginglv with 
reference to our getting sufficient aiil from 
the General Government to accomplish 
such an expensive work. 
He has had 
much experience in endeavoring to get ap­ 
propriations through Congress for such 
large enterprises. As you remember, lie 
made a thorough examination of this 
whole matter four years ago, and of course 
knows that the situation lias grown much 
worse since In s visit, and would no doubt 
require a different mode of treatment than 
the one proposed bv him and his associates 
at that time. 
Q* Procabiy that m aybe so; but now, 
to carry the proposition alreadv made to a 
further point, suppose tlie putting ot addi­ 
tional debris by the hydraulic miners into 
the tributaries was effectually stopped, and 
the materials in tlie upper "reaches of the 
rivers and canyons were held back as sug­ 
gested, is it not possible that the naviga­ 
bility of the river would be retained, ami 
perhaps improved, by the natural action 
of tlie water, with some work done on the 
bars? 
A-j Of course, under those conditions, I 
think so. But you are assuming conditions 
which 1 have no hopes can be realized. 
.O- "iou take an extremely discouraging 
view of the situation—in fact", appear to see 
no escape whatever from the valley and 
bays being entirely engulfed and obliter­ 
ated by the hydraulic debris. 
A.—5 es : I have 110 hope the rivers or 
the hays will be saved. I regard the mat­ 
ter as already too long delaved for that to 
be now accomplished. 1 aiil firmly of this 
j opinion, for these reasons ; First, from the 
fact that 1 do not believe any early action 
will be taken which will he effectual in 
stopping the continued dumping of mining 
debris into the tributaries ot tlie rivers, and 
any remedial action is valueless until this 
is done. Second, that the expense, as I 
have said, would be so enormous that I do 
not think it is to be rationally expected. 
If any relief, however, is to he obtained, it 
must come lrom the General Government, 
and the Government will not act without 
the matter being forcibly presented to it 
by the people.

COGLAN WINS. 
. 


T h e S u p r em e C o u rt D e c la r e s th a t H e 
W a s C o u n ty C lerk . 
The long-pending contested election case 
of Cogían vs. Beard—which in its latter 
stages involved simply the question as to 
whether Beard should have the salary for a 
two-year's term—was yesterday decided by 
the Supreme Court Commissioners in favor 
of Cogían, as we learn bv a telegram re­ 
ceived last evening. It will be remembered 
that the parties to the suit were rival can­ 
didates for the office of County Clerk of 
this county at the election held in Novem­ 
ber, 1882. According to the first returns 
Beard had a pluralty of lb votes, but the 
count being contested a decision was rend­ 
ered in favor of Cogían by the Superior 
Court, the ballots being counted by the pre­ 
siding judge at the time. Beard appealed 
the ease and the decision was reversed, but 
the new trial resulted as before, in favor of 
the contestant. Cogían, the ballots being 
again counted. As Cogían had, during tlie 
progress of the second trial, been acting as 
County Clerk, he of course had charge of 
the ballots, and upon this ground the sec­ 
ond appeal was taken. 
It is held, how­ 
ever, that the findings fully support tlie 
judgment, and that Cogían lias sufficiently 
proved that the ballots were in no way 
manipulated or tampered with, and his 
title to the office is therefore affirmed. 
The amusing part of all this is the fact 
that Cogían long since served out that 
term of office, and Beard has been defeated 
for the succeeding term. Still, a decision 
even at this late date in Beard’s favor would 
be worth several thousand dollars to him.
